Francisco, 
April 
25.—Tho 
seventh 
day 
since 
the 
earthquake 
jarred the city and started the fires 
that laid it in ashes, as on the pre­ 
ceding days, took up the accumulated 
impetus of the sixth day and added 
such volume of its own that the next 
day will dawn on 
a situation much 
nearer the normal. 
Such stores as re 
main unburned 
are opening 
for or 
dinary business, temporary structures 
are being run up for tile accommoda­ 
tion of others, clearing of the ruins is 
well under way, the inspection of the 
bank vaults is completed, preparation 
or service on the street railways is so 
tar advanced 
that the company 
ex ­ 
pressed 
its readiness 
to resume 
as 
soon as the mayor will permit, and the 
Water company is ready to supply a to 
tai of 12,000,000 gallons daily. 
The citizens of San Francisco have 
done so 
splendidly 
that some 
little 
onsternation was created during the 
morning when President Roosevelt's 
proclamat?#n was read, turning over 
to Dr. Edward Devine of the National 
Red Cross tho management of relief 
measures and the distribution of the 
great funds appropriated by congress, 
fand recommending to the people of the 
llJnited States that their contributions 
be diverted 
into the sam e 
hands. 


Soon Dissipated. 


However, a momentary 
feeling thnT 
the men who had endured the heat and 
auld en of the day were being treated 
unfairly 
by 
this 
diversion of 
nu 
thoritv into new and foreign keeping, 
twas soon dissipated bv Hie reflection 
that the action of the president was 
ihe result of 
misinformation. 
At a 
conference 
at Fort Mason 
between 
Generals G ree le y and Funston, Mayor 
Schmitz, Governor 
Pardee and Dr. 
Devine, it was agreed that Dr. Devine 
should frame a telegram to tho presi­ 
dent informing him 
of the splendid 
'work already done and of his perfect 
Iwillingness to assist in forwarding the 
measures already taken. 
What hurt even more was the sug­ 
gestion made In tile letter from Pres! 
dent Roosevelt to Secretary of War 
Taft that reports had reached him that 
ess charity was being shown the Chi 
ese than tile whites, 
and directing 
that

teople of San Francisco are not in love 
-with the Chinese it. was felt that the

A special m essage was sent to P r e s ­ 
ent Roosevelt

lon in relieving, succoring or protect 
ng the Chinese or any other people 
lifforing in race or color, are totally 
also and 
entirely unfounded. 
The 
om m iltees and ev* n the homeless suf­ 
ferers them selves 
are treating 
the 
Chinese and all other fellow unfortun­ 
ates with consideration worthy of our 
ivflization and of our country. 
The 
eople of San Francisco are striving 
vith all their heart 
to relieve their 
-destitute, care for the 
sick, protect 
it heir helpless and uplift their stricken, 
Irrespective of race, creed or color, in 
accordance with the 
dictates of hu­ 
manity, in a manner worthy of Ameri­ 
cans, and in the common brotherhood 
of man. 
Please give to press.” 


Feeding the Homeless. 


The work of housing 
and feeding 
he hom eless and of rearranging the 
anitary conditions 
was carried 
on 
vith tremendous energy.

m ed as was feared, and while there 
were breaks, they have been repaired.

The city is not yet in sight of the 
resum ption of hanking business. There 
twas an inspection during the day of 
Jthe hank vaults and none was found

Former President of France Narrowly 
Escapes Being Killed. 
Paris, April 25.— A 
dispatch to the 
Journal from Montolimar, department 
of the Drome, says that the authori­ 
ties there found a bomb to which a 
burning 
fuse was attached, 
on the 
window sill of the library of Former 
President Loubot’s villa, where he and 
his family are spending their Easter 
vacation. 
The fuse was extinguished 
and 
an 
examination of 
the 
bomb 
showed it to be of an extremely dead­ 
ly nature. 
The strike situation throughout the 
country, which assumed alarming pro­ 
portions last week caused by the San 
Francisco disaster, lias momentarily 
improved, but Hie people are fearful 
of a crisis May I, when all the ranks

Whether this will be accompanied 
bv violence and bloodshed is only con­ 
jectural. but tim people are intensely 
alarmed and the authorities are adopt­ 
ing extreme military and police pre­ 
cautions. 
The garrison at Paris is be­ 
ing rapidly strengthened and it is ex­ 
pected that 60,000 troops will be avail­ 
able here May I. 
In the mining regions there is an­ 
other camp iii which an army corps is 
ready for eventualities 
and similar 
precautions are being taken at other 
centers,------- 
The labor organizations do not con 
real the fact that it is their intention 
to make a supreme effort.
